is expeoied to do bo in another. '.No, 
thai k \ou, L donH smoke,' said A 'an 
ml FaVrugut to a Bmoking Busbou;

II be does uo*i 
smoke ton to ono ho 'sometimes swears 
a little.' One day we see the King 
absolute nias era of the gold mntket, 
and iberoiore of the whole commercial 
ca[iitai of tho country. The iui.g is 
brukin, but its cbiels como out tbe 
nmMero of tho Erie Ruilwuy, still mil- 
lionaires, still o a nera ol tho opera house 
ana its appurtenant seitucuous. Tm 
fruod is to Bbockinp, ispuauru *o com- 
pk-to that the Prens is compelled tu 
como down up"ii tho Iting, and locklen- 
lor igti shareholders in the Erie iiail- 
vvtiy make an attempt to leo-tver euu- 
trol of their lo-t property. Mr Burt ac- 
cordingly arrived in -New York, provided 
with means which iu any other country in 
the world would bavu enabled him at uncc 
to reorganize the raiway. But the 
King reorganize, tako two members ol 
tho dominant party in the city into 
their oil cle, and thus sufo from muni- 
cipal lnleilorenc'o, inducing city judges, 
tbty forthwith pioceed to buy up the 
State, und the legislature, in obedience 
to too Ring, pass Aols for tbe purpose 
ol cutting shareholders off from all 
lethal redresH, and making the Itui^ im- 
movable for five yearn.

It is dif- 
ficult to see a way out of the Couclu iu n 
that the popular conscience of the State 
bus become more or let-s tainted with 
the leprosy. What is to cure a whole 
people who, with tlnir eyesopen, toK-r- 
ato corruption in ; bcir own servants at 
their own cost; who, wih a Puritan 
training, bear unjust judges ; who, to 
tuko the most favor; bio ol coi.scievablo 
views, believing iu their judges, believing 
in ihotr member*, believing all the 
charges (also, eagerly support journal. 
istH capable of such monstrous Lying (" 
Their hell-interest will not cure them, 
lor their selMtitoieat is already nn ttie 
side'of honesty; They are not repudi- 
ating to avoid taxation, but suffering 
taxation tbtu plunderers may (loutish. 
Their patriotism will not cure them, lor 
their patriotism never was more signally 
manifested than durh g iho late war, 
and yet they are allowing tho word 
'Amu'icun' atiached to any security to 
depreciate it 30 or -10 per cent. Tneir 
leuders are not, in luult, for they elect, 
thorn, Tbelr Press ia nut in fault, for 
u tries to rouse them, They have no 
excuse of an ignorance which may be 
d «|>. lied, . r a prrjudioo winch may dis»l 
Bp|Oar, Tiny kuow tho facts, and 
Knowing tolerate t hem, and their toler- 
ance is lor alt moral purposes complicity 
in u form of vice wbieb no 8 a e record- 
ed in bi.-tory has ever lolerattd witiiuut 
oxj eiiencn g its inevitable re'r.butioo — 
anarchy enuiog in one way or another 
in government from without.

Thcro would really appear to bo no 
manner of welNgroundod doubt, that the 
tide of events is at length lurnir.g in 
favor of British Columbia, and wo aro 
more and more convinced every duy 
that nil that is needed in order to secure 
an immediate return to prosperity is a 
liberal and active policy ou the part ol 
tho Government, cmbloed with a little 
more sell- reliant enterprise and vigor- 
ous effort on tho part of the people.

Iu all suoii 
matter?, however, lo . both Government 
nnd people pi out by past, dear-bought 
experience. We have ail a dtsngree- 
ible recollection of bygone times when 
great w ives of po; ulation rolled in upon 
ihese Bbores, but only to rea de like the 
cean tide, aiaruely loaviug a Bediment 
to mark its path. Those seeking homo- 
steaels nitiaL have every reasonable fa- 
cility cxteudod to them; for it is to be 
'oroembered that they are worth a 
thousand dollurs a head to (tie coun'ry, 
oven should they OOine t mis with eillp y 
pockets. No pains Biiould be spared on 
he part, of those gentlemen Who o in- 
duct the affairs of the Lind Office iu 
Helping these would-be settlers to find 
ihatof which they aro in search. In- 
uoo.l, wo aro greatly disposed to think 
ihat tbe Department would not bo 'lo- 
ng one whit too much if it furnished 
o these uew-couicrs a person fitted to 
.el as a gutdo to conduct them to the 
most likely localities, and to uid them 
in selecting and marking out their pre 
empliouH, Not only would euub so> 
vices be of the greatest use to people 
altogether strm ge to the country, but 
sucn attentions could not lud to exert

The terrible calendar of modern crim 
furnishes no parallel to this barbarous mur 
der ai Oxbridge, England. We can scarce- 
ly mutch il by relerririg oven to ihat tale 
of honor which Edgar Poo.h;iS constructed 
on tho t ienry ot certain murders oommi ttd 
by a baboon, t he slaughter of ihe Kinok 
lamily was executed with a well-defined 
purpose and according to a pro-arranged 
method. Ihe butchery ot tho Marshall's in 
Ibe English cottage was apparently tbe re- 
sult tf u deep-laid scheme ol venueuee. 
Ontu) entered withiu the latul circL-, the 
marderei in this caso had no alleruuiivo 
bui to kiii every human being in tie house, 
aud it ia eviJcot thai no compunctions re- 
strained bim in his (earful work. 

I ho scone ol the murder was a neatly 
kept brick cottage, divided fiom a pleasant 
rural latie by a strip nl garden ; attached to 
the collage was a smithy, in whioh the daily 
toil ol tho master ol ihe house was carried 
on. The weddin 1 Mary Ann Mirsb.il 
was arranged to t ie oil on Tuesday, trie 

24 h May, and bet HOthbt Emanuel, ol 
whoso hous hold she was a member, whs 
hard ut work late "ii Saturday night' be- 
loro, bu that lie might better afford iho timo 
to assirt ut the inariiuge ceremony, Iteeeuib 
prol)ublo that the smi by forge was kept 
glowing, nml that tbe Strong man was Btiil 
intern on Ins labors when the gray dawn ol 
Sunday morning began to break. Probably 
while tho finishing aliokos ol Inelubur were 
rebounding Irom the anvil, the door was 
sulily pushed open, and an assassin creeping 
up behind bis victim miniched up u haiehol 
uud dealt him a savagu blow ou the bach 
of tho head, Tne stroke was not. fatal, lor 
there were murks on the earthen II mr of u 
struggle which may have been short, bur 
wus intense in its energy uud d spair. The 
murderer triumphed, and tho work which 
was begun with tho hiilchot was coded with 
a sledge hammer.
